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First Woman tf iame 
Lieutenant-Governor 


Pauline McGibbon, the first 
woman to be named to a vice- 
regal position in Canada, will be 
installed as Lieutenant-Governor 
of Ontario in March. 


An arts graduate from the Univer- 


sity of Toronto, Mrs. McGibbon 
has received honorary doctorates 
from the University of Alberta 
and the University of Ottawa. She 
is an officer of the Order of Can- 
ada. Other honors include the 
Canadian Drama Award for out- 
standing service to the theatre, 
the Canadian Centennial Medal 
and Toronto’s Civic Award of 
Merit. 


Mrs. McGibbon has attained more 
than one distinction in the area 
of firsts for women — in 1963 she 
was the first woman to serve as 
president of the University of To- 
ronto Alumni Association and in 
1971 she became the first woman 
chancellor of the University of 
Toronto, a position she still holds.

SASKATCHEWAN NAMES 
STATUS CO-ORDINATOR 


Beverly De Jong has been ap- 
pointed Provincial Co-ordinator, 
Status of Women in the Saskatch- 
ewan government. Her appoint- 
ment follows an announcement of 
the government’s intention to es- 
tablish an advisory council on the 
status of women. 


The co-ordinator will act as a liai- 
son between the advisory council 
and government departments in- 
volved in the implementation of 
the recommendations of the 
Royal Commission on the Status 
of Women.

QUEBEC COUNCIL WANTS 
DISCRIMINATION ACT 
ENFORCED 


The Québec Council on the Status 
of Women wants to see stronger 
enforcement of the Employment 
Discrimination Act to eliminate 
the disparities which exist in the 
employment of men and women 
in the province. Council members 
have urged amendments to the act 
to give broader protection and to 
provide for greater penalties for 
violations. The act, passed in 
1964, was the first provincial leg- 
islation enacted to prohibit dis- 
crimination in employment on the 


grounds of sex. Its provisions do 
not apply to managers or super- 
visors or to establishments em- 
ploying fewer than five persons. 


The Council, which has held two 
meetings, has included among its 
priorities the establishment of 
day care centres, removal of in- 
equalities in the civil service pen- 
sion plan and establishment of 
programs relating to female 
heads of families. The Council 
has collected data on collective 
agreements signed in the prov- 
ince which contain different pro- 
visions for male and female 
workers. 


ONTARIO COUNCIL SEEKS 
CHANGES TO PROVISIONS 
ON MATERNITY LEAVE 


Changes to the Ontario Employ- 
ment Standards Act concerning 
maternity leave and free night 
transportation for women workers 
were discussed at the January 
meeting of the Ontario Status of 
Women Council. 


The Council wants maternity 
leave extended to 17 weeks from 
12 weeks and a provision in the 
legislation allowing a woman to 
take the leave before or after the 
birth of her child as she wishes. 
Under the present legislation, a 
woman may not return to work 
for at least six weeks after the 
date of confinement without the 
written opinion of a medical 
doctor. 


The Council also wants a section 
of the act repealed which requires 
an employer to provide transpor- 
tation at no cost to the employee 
for women beginning or ending 
work between midnight and six 
a.m. 


Ontario boards of education have 
been requested by the Council to 
provide statistics on the number 
of women principals and women 
in other administrative posts. The 
Council has also asked local 
boards of health to provide infor- 


mation on the services offered in 
the area of family planning. 


A network of women throughout 
the province has been instituted 
by the Council to monitor the 
image of women as portrayed in 
the mass media. 


ADVISORY COUNCIL 
STATES POSITION 
ON RIGHTS COMMISSION 


The federal Advisory Council on 
the Status of Women issued a 
statement following their fourth 
meeting in January regarding the 
proposed establishment of a hu- 
man rights commission by the 
federal government. 


The statement says the commis- 
sion should have the power to 
prosecute, impose fines, issue in- 
junctions, order payment of dam- 
ages, hear complaints dealing 
with legislation which prohibits 
discrimination, and to investigate 
suspected cases of discrimination. 
It should report directly to 
Parliament. 


The Council wants the human 
rights legislation to provide for 
affirmative action programs by 
the federal government as well as 
to contain provisions for class ac- 
tions and for the submission of 
anonymous complaints to protect 
individuals. It wants the introduc- 
tion of the legislation to be ac- 
companied by amendments to 
existing legislation where inequali- 
ties exist such as the Canada 
Pension Plan Act, the Citizenship 
Act and the Immigration Act. 


Three vacancies on the Council 
have been filled by Dr. Harriet 
Christie of Toronto, Deputy Secre- 
tary to the United Church’s Mis- 
sion in Canada, Dr. Esther Green- 
glass, Assistant-Professor of 
Psychology at York University, 
Toronto, and Jane Gibson of An- 
caster, Ontario, a member of the 
City of Hamilton Status of Women 
Committee. 


MANITOBA TASK FORCE 
FINDS SEGREGATION 
IN CIVIL SERVICE 


A report by a task force studying 
the employment of men and 
women in the Manitoba civil serv- 
ice was released in January. 
Among the findings of the task 
force were the following: 75 per 
cent of the positions in the 287 
job classifications in the civil serv- 
ice in 1972 were filled exclusively 
by men or women; 75 per cent of 
the female employees and 25 per 
cent of the male employees 
earned less than $7,000 in 1972; 
50 per cent of the women held 
administrative support jobs as 
compared to 13 per cent of the 
men; and less than one half of 
one per cent of the women were 
in managerial posts while six per 
cent of the men held managerial 
positions. 


The task force recommended the 
government implement recruit- 
ment, selection and training pro- 
grams aimed at improving the 
position of women, minority 
groups and the disadvantaged in 
the civil service, and review the 
current classification and salary 
systems. 


NATIVE WOMEN ELECT 
NATIONAL OFFICERS 


Bertha Clark of Fort McMurray, 
Alberta was elected President of 
the Native Women’s Association 
of Canada at a meeting held in 
Ottawa in January. Women repre- 
senting Métis, status and non- 
status Indians from every prov- 
ince and the territories attended 
the meeting to work out a consti- 
tution for the organization. The 
aim of the Association is to up- 
grade the social and economic 
status of native women. The na- 
tional body will provide a liaison 
with local and provincial native 
women’s organizations. 


Bertha Clark is President of The 
Voice of Alberta Native Women’s 
Society and a member of the 
Northern Alberta Development 
Council, a provincially funded 


advisory organization concerned 
with agriculture, transportation, 
education and industrial develop- 
ment in the northern area of the 
province. 


Other executive members of the 
Native Women’s Association of 
Canada are Rose Charlie, Presi- 
dent of the B.C. Indian Home- 
makers Association, Helen Mar- 
tin, President of the Nova Scotia 
Native Women’s Association, and 
Elizabeth Bird, a representative of 
the Manitoba Indian Brotherhood. 


MORE COUNSELLING 
INFORMATION URGED 


Greater access to career counsel- 
ling and information was identi- 
fied as a major step to improving 
the status of women federal pub- 
lic servants at a conference on 
Women in the Public Service 
sponsored by the Office of Equal 
Opportunities for Women. Dele- 
gates to the conference held in 
Ottawa in January examined four 
areas: career planning; women 
and human rights; terms and 
conditions of employment as they 
relate to women; and women’s 
attitudes as they affect 
advancement. 


Among the more than 100 recom- 
mendations presented by the del- 
egates were: introduction of a 
new Classification standard for 
secretaries to eliminate rug- 
ranking in which the level of a 
secretary is determined by the 
level of her boss; removal of 
sex-typing in career orientation 
programs in schools and universi- 
ties; greater opportunities for 
part-time employment at all lev- 
els; and the establishment of ca- 
reer counselling programs within 
federal departments. The dele- 
gates also recommended the use 
of accumulated sick leave credits 
for maternity leave, noting that 
while female civil servants are 
entitled to unpaid maternity 
leave, male civil servants get one 
day paid leave for the birth of a 
child; and the elimination of dif- 
ferences based on sex in the su- 
perannuation plan. 


FOCUS ON THE STATUS OF WOMEN 
— a survey of federal programmes

INTERNATIONAL NOTES 
UNITED STATES 


The Equal Rights Amendment to 
the United States Constitution 
needs ratification by six more 
states to become law. The num- 
ber of states having ratified the 
amendment reached 32 in Janu- 
ary when the state legislatures of 
Maine and Montana voted their 
approval. The amendment, which 
states that equality of rights un- 
der the law shall not be denied or 
abridged by the United States on 
account of sex, was approved by 
Congress in March 1972. It must 
be ratified by three-quarters of 
the state legislatures to become 
law. 


JAPAN 


A report on the Status of Women 
in Japan from the Women's and 
Minors’ Bureau of the Ministry of 
Labour notes a large increase in 
the number of married women 
workers since 1960. In that year 
25 per cent of women workers 
were married, rising to 46 per 
cent in 1972. Women hold 46 per 
cent of professional and technical 
positions but only 5.2 per cent of 
the physicians and 2.4 per cent of 
lawyers and judges are women. 
Only one per cent of managerial 
posts in the civil service are held 
by women. Despite equal pay leg- 
islation women’s wages are 50.2 
per cent of men’s wages, attri- 
buted to the determination of 
wages according to age and dura- 
tion of service as well as skill. The 
average length of service in 1972 
was 4.7 years for women and 9.2 
years for men and the average 
age of women workers was 31.4 
years as opposed to 35.2 years for 
men.

Federal government 


to establish 


Human Rights Commission 


On the 25th anniversary of the 
adoption by the United Nations 
of the Universal Declaration of 
Human Rights, the Minister of 
Justice announced the intention 
of the government to establish a 
federal Commission on Human 
Rights and Interests. The Royal 
Commission on the Status of 
Women had recommended the 
establishment of such a Commis- 
sion. 


It is intended that the Com- 
mission will be an independent 
body reporting to Parliament in 
accordance with legislation 
which will be introduced in the 
coming session of Parliament. 
The legislation will include those 
provisions prohibiting discrimina- 
tion in employment on grounds 
of sex and marital status, which 
it had been planned to include in 
an amendment to the Canada 
Labour Code. This prohibition of 
discrimination in employment on 
grounds of sex will cover those 
undertakings which come within 
the federal area of jurisdiction, 
such as banks, radio and tele- 


vision broadcasting, air transport- 
ation, interprovincial and inter- 
national telephone systems and 
transportation. 


The proposed legislation will 
include provisions dealing with 
methods and procedures for the 
investigation of complaints; it 
will also give to the Human 
Rights Commission the power to 
bring offenders before the courts. 
The legislation will authorize the 


Commission to promote research 
and public education. 


In making the announcement 
of the government's intention to 
establish the Commission, the 
Minister of Justice made special 
reference to the basic ground 
work done in connection with 
the rights of women by various 
women’s organizations and by 
the Minister of Labour and his 
officials. 


B.C. has new Rights code 


The British Columbia legis- 
lature passed a new Human 
Rights Code on November 6, 
1973 replacing the 1969 Human 
Rights Act. The date on which 
the code will come into effect 
has not been proclaimed. 


Changes to equal pay provi- 
sions call for equal pay for sub- 
stantially similar work, having 
regard to skill, effort and re- 
sponsibility, without regard to 
distinctions on the basis of sex. 


Provisions of the former legisla- 
tion did not guarantee male 
workers the right to equal pay 
with female counterparts, and 
the concepts of skill, effort and 
responsibility were not specified 
as criteria for determining equal 
work. 


Provision is made for an em- 
ployee who has not received 
equal pay to recover lost wages for 
up to 12 months. Recovery was 
formerly limited to six months. 


With respect to general discri- 
mination, marital status is added 
to the prohibited grounds. Both 
sex and marital status are in- 
cluded in the ban on discrimina- 
tion in the purchase of land and 
are added to the _ prohibited 
grounds of discrimination in the 
purchase of commercial or dwell- 
ing units and in tenancy. 


The new code makes provision 
for investigations of discrimina- 
tion on the initiative of the 
director of the commission as 
well as on complaints. Under the 
former act, investigation could 
be undertaken only after a 
written complaint was received. 


EXPERTS DISCUSS ROLE 
OF WOMEN IN THE 
ECONOMY 


Sylva Gelber, director of the 
federal Women’s Bureau, led a 
delegation of Canadians to a 
meeting of experts on the role of 
women in the economy, sponsor- 
ed by the government of the 
United States. The meeting was 
held December 3 to 6 in 
Washington, D.C. under the aus- 
pices of the Organization for 
Economic Co-operation and Dev- 
elopment. Experts from Belgium, 
France, Italy, Denmark, Sweden, 
Finland, Japan, Australia and the 
United States were also in at- 
tendance. Sylvia Ostry, Chief 
Statistician of Canada, acted as 
chairman of the meeting during 
the first two days. 


Topics discussed at the meet- 
ing were the disparities and in- 
fluences affecting women in the 
labour force, policies affecting 
the employment of women, the 
problems of working parents and 
the concepts of fulfilment in 
work. 
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ADVISORY COUNCIL ON 
STATUS OF WOMEN HOLDS 
OTTAWA MEETING 


Property rights, a human 
rights commission and_ the 
Canada Pension Plan were among 
the issues discussed at the third 
meeting of the federal Advisory 
Council on the Status of Women. 
The meeting was held in Ottawa 
in November. 


The council announced it is 
working on a study of the com- 
position, authority and juris- 
diction of a federal human rights 
commission and the type and 
strength of legislation. 


it was recommended by the 
council that provincial and terri- 
torial governments and the fede- 
ral Government take action to 
provide for equitable division of 
the assets acquired during a mar- 
riage in case of divorce or legal 
separation, based on the respect- 
ive material and personal contrib- 
utions of both spouses. The 
recommendation arose from the 
decision of the Supreme Court of 
Canada in the Murdoch case, 
which rejected the right of an 
Alberta farm wife to share in the 
property acquired during her 
marriage. 


The council requested a meet- 
ing with the Minister of Health 
and Welfare, and the Health and 
Welfare and Social Affairs Com- 
mittee of the House of Com- 
mons, which is_ studying 
proposed amendments to the 
Canada Pension Plan. A* the 
council’s first meeting it was 
recommended that participation 
in the Canada and Québec Pen- 
sion Plan be extended to women 
in the home; and the provisions 
of the plans be made applicable 
to the spouse and children of 
contributors without regard to 
the sex of the contributor. 


The fourth meeting will be 
held January 15 and 16 in 
Toronto. 


FACTORY REGULATIONS 
REPEALED 


Regulations under the British 
Columbia Factories Act which 
imposed restrictions on the kind 
of work women were permitted 
to do, have been repealed. 


Among the regulations dating 
back to 1945, were the prohibi- 
tion of women lifting more than 
35 pounds in the course of their 
regular work or doing any over- 
head lifting or stacking. 


PROPERTY LAW REFORM 
FOR MARRIED WOMEN 
SOUGHT IN ONTARIO 


The Ontario Status of Women 
Council has asked the provincial 
government to pass temporary 
legislation to protect the prop- 
erty rights of married women. 
The measure is viewed as neces- 
sary to protect the interests of 
married women who have 
worked in a family business in 
case of divorce or legal separa- 
tion until amendments to the 
Married Women’s Property Act 
are in effect. A report of the 
Ontario Law Reform Commis- 
sion on property law is expected 
in the new year. 


The council also wants the 
government to establish day care 
facilities at Queen’s Park to serve 
the needs of public servants and 
to set an example for labour and 
industry. The provincial govern- 
ment has been asked to take over 
the share of day care costs 
currently assumed by the muni- 
cipalities. 


Other action by the council, 
since its first meeting in October, 
includes the preparation of a 
talent bank of qualified women 
for consideration by the govern- 
ment for appointment to boards 
and commissions. 


The council has met with 
Department of Education offi- 
cials concerning the removal 
from schools of text books that 
show women in stereotyped roles 
and has urged better training for 
school counsellors. 


Equal pay legislation surveyed 


Equal pay legislation exists in 
every jurisdiction in Canada ex- 
cept the Province of Québec and 
the Yukon Territory. Woman at 
Work has received the informa- 
tion found in the following 
summary from departments of 
labour, or from human rights 
commissions enforcing equal pay 
legislation. 


At the federal level, equal pay 
provisions of the Canada Labour 
Code came into effect July 1, 
1971, superseding the Female 
Employees Equal Pay Act. As of 
July 31, 1973, six cases of viola- 
tions were investigated; three as a 
result of routine inspections and 
three on complaints. The cases 
involved 42 empioyees who re- 
ceived a total settlement of 
$25,087. During the period 
2,/34 routine inspections exa- 
mining equal wage factors were 
carried out in establishments 
under federal jursidiction. 


In Ontario, equal pay provi- 
sions are part of the Employ- 
ment Standards Act, 1968. Be- 
tween January 1969 and June 
1973, the 150 cases investigated 
resulted in the collection of ap- 
proximately $1,000,000 for 
4,000 employees. A program im- 
plemented by the Employment 
Standards Branch in August 
1973 to increase activity in equal 
pay investigations resulted in 
assessments totailing more than 
$38,000 to 86 employees by the 
end of October. 


Newfoundland’s equal pay 
provisions are contained in the 
Human Rights Code, 1969. As of 
September 1973, a total of 10 
complaints, involving 2,312 em- 
ployees, were settled with pay 
awards totalling $813,500. 


In British Columbia, equal pay 
provisions are included in the 
human rights legislation. Jus- 
tified complaints as of October 
15, 1973 resulted in compensa- 
tion awards of approximately 
$30,000 to 24 employees. In 


addition, 9,000 hospital workers 
were awarded retroactive pay 
totalling approximately 
$5,000,000 as a result of negotia- 
tions between the B.C. Hospital 
Employees’ Union and_ the 
Department of Health. 


In other jurisdictions, com- 
plaints and investigations have 
resulted in few cases and minimal 
compensation. New Brunswick 
has received no complaints in 
1973. One complaint made this 
year in Nova Scotia was with- 
drawn. In Saskatchewan, one 
complaint made in 1972 is pend- 
ing final settlement; a class ac- 
tion and one complaint received 
in 1973 are under investigation. 


in Manitoba, approximately 
four complaints have been re- 
ceived each year. All have been 
settled with minimal awards or 
withdrawn. Two have been re- 
ferred to a referee appointed by 
the Minister. 


in 1972, equal pay provisions 
were incorporated in the Alberta 
Individual’s Rights Protection 
Act. Several investigations are in 
progress. Approximately 12 
formal complaints were received 
under the Alberta Labour Act, 
the legislation previously con- 
taining equal pay provisions.

ECONOMIC EQUALITY 
CONCERN OF 
NATIONAL COUNCIL 


Greater employment oppor- 
tunities and the equal participa- 
tion in pension and fringe benefit 
plans were among the recommen- 
dations contained in the National 
Council of Women’s annual brief 
to the Prime Minister and the 
Cabinet. 


The council recommended 
that the federal Government es- 
tablish affirmative action pro- 
grams, including goals and guide- 
lines for government agencies, 
crown corporations and private 
concerns under federal juris- 
diction and withhold contracts 
from businesses that do not com- 
ply with or meet the standards of 
the policies. The council wants 
to see all references to sex and 
marital status eliminated in pen- 
sion and fringe benefit plans 
under federal jurisdiction and 
provision made for homeworkers 
to participate in the Canada Pen- 
sion Plan. 


Other recommendations — in- 
clude the enlistment of women 
in the RCMP on the same basis as 
men, increased financial aid to 
women’s voluntary organizations 
and official recognition of the 
contribution made by home- 
workers to the Canadian econ- 
omy. 


STUDY REINFORCES IMAGE 
OF PART-TIME WORK 


The results of a survey re- 
leased earlier this year by the 
Saskatchewan Department of 
Labour indicate that most part- 
time employees are female; that 
they receive low pay; and are 
normally excluded from the ben- 
efits afforded full-time workers. 
The survey involved interviews 
with 299 employees in 18 retail 
trade and service establishments 
in Regina. Of the total, 264 were 
female, 35 were male. More than 
50 per cent were paid the mini- 
mum wage; and of the 55 em- 
ployees who had worked on a 
part-time basis for more than five 
years, over half (29) still received 
the minimum wage. Less than 
three per cent of all part-time 
employees interviewed received 
sick leave with pay, and none 
had medical or hospital pre- 
miums paid by their employer. 


INTERNATIONAL NOTES 
BRITAIN 


The British government has 
announced a plan to outlaw dis- 
crimination against women in 
employment and to promote 
equal Opportunities in all areas. 
New laws will allow women to 
enter new fields of vocational 
training, prohibit sex discrimina- 
tion in employment and educa- 
tion and forbid sex distinction in 
job advertising. Protective laws 
restricting night work and pro- 
hibiting the employment of 
women in certain machine opera- 
tions will be repealed. Among 
the exceptions to the prohibition 
of discrimination on the basis of 
sex will be midwives, who must 
be female. 


U.S. 


Male employees of the U.S. 
Department of Labor will be 
allowed to take up to 30 days 
paternity leave under a new con- 
tract negotiated by the American 
Federation of Government Em- 
ployees. The Labor department 
is the first federal agency or 
department to offer such leave. 
Under the same contract, female 
employees can take 180 days for 
maternity leave. It was previous- 
ly 90 days. 


SWEDEN 


Maternity benefits in Sweden 
will undergo a change January 1, 
1974, 


Under the present scheme a 
maternity benefit is payable to 
the mother for up to six months 
in connection with childbirth. 
After January 1, the six-month 
period may be divided between 
the mother and father should the 
decision be made for the mother 
to return to work and the father 
to stay at home with the new- 
born child. Payments are related 
to the income of the parent 
remaining at home.

HUMAN RIGHTS BODY 


Alberta’s newly appointed 
Human Rights Commission in- 
cludes four women among the 
seven members. Commission 
chairman is Dr. Max Wyman, 
president of the University of 
Alberta. 

Edmonton Separate School 
Board trustee Jean Forest is dep- 
uty chairman. The other women 
members are Muriel Venne of 
Edmonton, co-ordinator of the 


Outreach program of the Métis. 


Association of Alberta, Connie 
Osterman of Carstairs, chairman 
of a committee for changes in 
the Surface Rights Act; and 
teacher Nomie Whalen of Cal- 
gary, administrator of Art House 
School and Studio. 


CRIMES COMPENSATION 


Teacher Anne Austin of Don 
Mills, Ontario, has been appoint- 
ed to the Ontario Criminal Injur- 
ies Compensation Board. She is 
the first woman to serve on the 
board since it was formed in 
1967 to assess claims and award 
compensation to victims of 
crime. 


WOMAN SOLICITOR GENERAL 


Helen Hunley, formerly a min- 
ister without portfolio in the 
Alberta government has been ap- 
pointed a minister of the Solicit- 
or-General’s Department. The 
department was formed in Sep- 
tember to assume responsibility 
for the provincial correctional 
institutions, the Probations 
Branch, the Alberta Racing Com- 
mission and the Alberta Liquor 
Control Board. 


WOMAN TO HEAD YMCA 


Moose Jaw, Saskatchewan, 
lawyer Raynell Andreychuk will 
be the first woman to hold the 
position of vice-president of the 
Canadian Young Men’s Christian 
Association in 61 years. She will 
become president of the associa- 
tion in June 1974.

LABOUR RELATIONS BOARD 


Nancy Morrison, a British Co- 
lumbia Provincial Court judge, 
has been appointed third vice- 
chairman of the BC Labour Rela- 
tions Board. Nancy Morrison has 
practiced law in Saskatchewan, 
Ontario and B.C. and served as 
assistant city prosecutor before 
her appointment to the bench. 
She is on the national council of 
the Canadian Bar Association 
and is a former director of the 
Vancouver Children’s Aid So- 
ciety and the Canadian Institute 
of Public Affairs. 


STANDARDS DIRECTOR 


Elsie Dean has been appointed 
director of the Employment 
Standards Division with the Ma- 
nitoba Department of Labour. 
She is the only woman in Canada 
to hold such a position. Elsie 
Dean has served as director of 
the Equal Pay Act, senior ins- 
pector of wages and hours and 
assistant director of the division. 
The Equal Pay Act and the Mini- 
mum Wage Act are among those 
enforced by the division. 


ECONOMIC RIGHTS ADVISOR 


Eileen Caner has been ap- 
pointed director of economic 
policies with the British Colum- 
bia Department of Industrial 
Development, Trade and Com- 
merce. She will also advise the 
department on issues relating to 
women’s economic rights. A 
graduate of the London School 
of Economics, Eileen Caner 
joined the department in 1972. 


QUEBEC SUPERIOR COURT 


Gabrielle Vallée, elected presi- 
dent of the Québec Bar Associa- 
tion earlier this year, has been 
appointed a judge of the Québec 
Superior Court. The appoint- 
ment brings to three the number 
of women serving the provincial 
Superior Court.

The establishment of a federal 
Human Rights Commission was 
given top priority by the federal 
Advisory Council on the Status of

“eae major concern ex- 
pressed by the council is the pro- 
posed amendment to the Canada 
Labour Code to prohibit discrimi- 
nation in employment on the basis 
of sex,and marital status as well as 
age, and amendment of the Public 
Service Superannuation to elimt- 
nate differences in the provisions 
on the basis of sex. The Council 
members also expressed the view 
that participation in the Canada 
and Québec Pension Plans should 
be extended to women in _ the 


sets goals 


home, and the provisions of the 
plans be made applicable to the 
Spouse and children of contrib- 
utors without regard to the sex of 
the contributor. 


The matter of human rights took 
priority at the second meeting of 
the Advisory Council on the Status 
of Women held in Montreal in Sep- 
tember. The Council was con- 
cerned with a ruling of the Su- 
preme Court of Canada validating 
a section of the Indian Act which 
does not make provision for equal 
treatment before the law of Indian 
women whose names are removed 
from the Indian registry upon mar- 
riage to non-Indians or non-reserve 
Indians. The fear was expressed 
that the judgment would funda- 
mentally affect the legislative pro- 
tection from discrimination for 
women and minorities. 


The Council requested that the 
government attempt to grant a 
stay of eviction of non-status In- 
dian women from reserves. The 
Council also requested the deletion 
from the Indian Act of those sec- 
tions which treat men and women 
differently, and that Parliament 
request Supreme Court to review 
its decision in the case. Other re- 
quests made by the Council in- 
cluded an amendment to the Ca- 
nadian Bill of Rights to establish 
its Supremacy over other legisla- 
tion and the amendment of all leg- 
islation identified as discrimina- 
tory on the basis of sex by the 
Royal Commission on the Status of 
Women. 


The Council expressed its desire 
to see the establishment of a bal- 
ance between men and women on 
all government boards and com- 
missions, beginning with the ap- 
pointment of a woman to fill the 
current vacancy on the Supreme 
Court. It wants to see action taken 
on the establishment of a Human 
Rights Commission and amend- 
ments to the Canada Labour Code, 
the Divorce Act and the Citizenship 
Act. The Council also recom- 
mended the removal of abortion 
from the Criminal Code. 


June Menzies of Winnipeg and 
Yvette Rousseau of Montreal were 
appointed full-time vice-chairmen 
of the Council, and Jocelyn Ward of 
Whitehorse, Yukon, was appointed 
as the Council’s 29th member. 


The next meeting of the Council 
will be November 13th and 14th in 
Ottawa. 


LAURA SABIA HEADS 
ONTARIO COUNCIL 


Laura Sabia of St. Catharines 
has been named to head the 
17-member Ontario Advisory 
Council on the Status of Women. 
Formation of the Council is the 
first step in the implementation of 
the provincial government’s Plan 
for Action to provide equal oppor- 


tunity for women in Ontario. Laura 
Sabia has been chairman of the 
National Action Committee on the 
Status of Women, past president of 
the Canadian Federation of Univer- 
sity Women and a member of the 
federal Advisory Council on the 
Status of Women. 


Ethel McClellan has been ap- 
pointed Co-ordinator of Women’s 
Programs and a Commissioner of 
the Civil Service Commission. She 
will be responsible for implement- 
ing the Equal Opportunity Program 
within the Ontario Public Service 
and will also serve as an ex officio 
member of the Council. 


The plan for action calls for: 
improvements in equal pay legisla- 
tion with renewed emphasis on the 
concept of remuneration based on 
the value of the work performed; 
extension of maternity leave to 18 
weeks from 12 weeks; establish- 
ment of equal pay rates for part- 
time and full-time workers; re- 
moval of sex-typing from all publi- 
cations and other media used by 
the government; removal of barri- 
ers to career advancement by gov- 
ernment secretaries; study of the 
status of domestic workers; im- 
proved counselling and training 
programs for women. 


APPOINTMENTS TO 
QUEBEC STATUS 
COUNCIL 


Laurette Robillard of Montreal 
has been named chairman of the 
Québec Council on the Status of 
Women. She was a founding mem- 
ber of the Federation of Women of 
Québec, and is on the federal Ad- 
visory Council on the Status of 
Women. Francine Dépatie of 
Québec has been appointed Coun- 
cil Secretary. She is a sociologist, 
and was director of research for 
the Federation of Women of 
Québec. She prepared a report on 
the political participation of 
women in Québec for the Royal 
Commission on the Status of 
Women. 


A Bill passed by the National 
Assembly in July gives the Council 
the authority to conduct research, 
receive petitions and make public 
information on any matter affect- 
ing the status of women in the 
province. 


Additional members will be ap- 
pointed from women’s associa- 
tions, socio-economic groups, la- 
bour organizations and 
universities. 


SASKATCHEWAN ENACTS 
MATERNITY LEAVE 
LEGISLATION 


Saskatchewan has become the 
sixth province in Canada to enact 
legislation dealing with maternity 
leave. The amendment to the La- 
bour Standards Act was given as- 
sent May 4th and came into effect 
June 30th. The Act provides for a 
maximum of 18 weeks maternity 
leave for a woman who has worked 
for her employer for a continuous 
period of 12 months or more. Other 
provinces with legislation providing 
for maternity leave are British Co- 
lumbia, Manitoba, Ontario, Nova 
Scotia and New Brunswick. The 
Canada Labour Code provides ma- 
ternity leave for employees under 
federal jurisdiction and maternity 
benefits are available on a national 
basis under the provisions of the 
Unemployment Insurance Act. 


MATERNITY BENEFITS 
CLAIM SMALL SHARE 
OF UIC TOTAL 


Unemployment insurance pay- 
ments for claims under the mater- 
nity benefits provisions accounted 
for 1.9 per cent of the total UIC 
payments in 1972. The Statistical 
Report on the Operation of the 
Unemployment Insurance Act is- 
sued by the Labour Division, Statis- 
tics Canada, indicates that $36,- 
431,004 was paid for maternity 
benefits out of a total of $1,871,- 
801,843 in 1972. A total of 37,688 
initial and renewal claims for ma- 
ternity benefits were allowed dur- 
ing the year. 


CENTRE PROVIDES DAY 
CARE INFORMATION 


The national information centre 
of Health and Welfare Canada acts 
as a clearing house for material on 
day care. Information available 
includes bibliographies on specific 
aspects of day care, booklets and 
pamphlets, and the Canada Day 
Care Survey, a publication contain- 
ing the results of a 1971 survey by 
the Canada _ Assistance Plan 
Directorate. 


Future plans for the centre in- 
clude the publication of fact sheets 
dealing with various aspects of day 
care, a periodical newsletter and 
the establishment of an informa- 
tion retrieval system. Individuals 
are invited to communicate their 
ideas, proposals and projects and 
to send information such as sur- 
veys, papers or briefs on day care 
to the centre.

PS SECRETARIES AIR 
GRIEVANCES 


The Association of Public Serv- 
ice Secretaries, formed in March 
1973, prepared a brief outlining 
dissatisfactions with the role of 
secretaries in the federal public 
service. The brief was presented to 
the federal Advisory Council on the 
Status of Women, the Public Serv- 
ice Alliance of Canada, the Public 
Service Commission and the Presi- 
dent of the Treasury Board. 


The brief contains 21 recom- 
mendations regarding access to 
training courses, career advance- 
ment, conditions of employment, 
bilingualism and_ classification 
standards. The Association wants 
the classification standard for sec- 
retaries revised to a point rating 
system based on the actual duties 
performed. 


ONTARIO TEACHERS 
PROTEST TRUSTEES’ 
DECISION 


The Federation of Women 
Teachers Associations of Ontario 
has protested a decision by the 
Ontario Public School Trustees 
Association to ‘‘penalize’’ women 
teachers who take maternity leave. 
The trustees want the teachers to 
stay on maternity leave until the 
beginning of the school term. The 
federation’s remarks were con- 
tained in a brief to Provincial Sec- 
retary Robert Welch in response to 
the government’s green paper on 
Oportunities for women in 
Ontario. 


APPOINTMENTS 
QUEBEC BAR PRESIDENT 


Gabrielle Vallée, a specialist in 
civil law, is the first woman Presi- 
dent of a bar association in North 
America. A graduate of Laval Uni- 
versity, Gabrielle Vallée was admit- 
ted to the Québec Bar in 1954. She 
was named a Queen’s Counsel in 
1971 and a member of the prov- 
ince’s Legal Aid Services 
Commission. 


CANADIAN MEDICAL 
ASSOCIATION 


A Willowdale, Ontario family 
physician, Dr. Bette Stephenson, 
has been named president-elect of 
the Canadian Medical Association. 
A former president of the Ontario 
Medical Association, Dr. Stephen- 
son is the first woman to be named 
to the top post in the national asso- 
ciation. She will take office in 
1974. 


FEDERAL PUBLIC SERVICE 


Jean Edmonds is_ the first 
woman to be appointed to the rank 
of Assistant Deputy Minister in a 
federal government department. 
She was named in July as Assist- 
ant Deputy Minister of the Immi- 
gration Division, Department of 


Manpower and Immigration. She 
joined the Public Service in 1964 as 
an economist with Central Mort- 
gage and Housing Corporation and 
held several senior positions with 
Manpower and Immigration prior 
to her recent appointment. 


LEGISLATIVE CLERK 


Linda Adams has been ap- 
pointed as clerk of council for the 
Yukon territorial government. She 
is the first woman clerk of a re- 
gional legislature in Canada. 


ALBERTA WOMEN’S BUREAU 


Catharine Arthur succeeded 
Eileen MacGregor as Director of 
the Alberta Women’s Bureau. 


Educated in Edmonton, Catha- 
rine Arthur trained and worked as 
a wireless operator with the Wom- 
en's Division of the RCAF during 
the Second World War. She then 
joined Canadian Pacific Airlines as 
senior payroll clerk and worked as 
a benefits clerk for the Northern 
Alberta Railway. From 1956 to 
1973 she was employed by Cela- 
nese Canada Ltd. 


Believing that equality for 
women is still a myth, Catharine 
Arthur hopes to see the Women’s 
Bureau move from an information 
centre to an action centre, with 
committees and panels formed to 
enable women to make their ideas 
and concerns known to govern- 
ment departments. 


HUMAN RIGHTS COMMISSIONS 


Women hold key positions in 
four provincial Human Rights Com- 
missions. They are Caroline 
Cramer, Chairman of the Manitoba 
Human Rights Commission since 
its inception in 1971 and Gertrude 
Keough, Commissioner of the New- 
foundland Human Rights Commis- 
sion. More recently appointed are 
Kathleen Ruff, Director of the Brit- 
ish Columbia Human Rights Act, 


Judge Tillie Taylor, Chairman of 
the Saskatchewan Human Rights 
Commission and Carole Fogel, Di- 
rector of the Saskatchewan 
Commission. 


INTERNATIONAL NOTES 


US COMMISSION STUDIES 
SEX DISCRIMINATION 


The Women’s Rights Program 
Unit of the United States Commis- 
sion on Civil Rights was estab- 
lished to investigate discrimination 
on the basis of sex when this juris- 
diction was granted to the Com- 
mission in 1972. Under the direc- 
tion of Carol Kummerfeld, the unit 
serves aS a resource group and as 
a monitor of federal government 
programs affecting © women’s 
rights. The unit has begun an in- 
vestigation, expected to take about 
eight months, into the govern- 
ment’s efforts to enforce laws pro- 
hibiting discrimination on the ba- 
Sis of sex, and the status of women 
within the federal government. 


BETTER DEALS FOR FRENCH 
WOMEN 


The Government of France re- 
cently passed equal pay legislation 
and new legislation is being 
drafted that would give retirement 
pensions to mothers. This legisla- 
tion, expected to go before parlia- 
ment at the end of this year, will 
give pensions to mothers, married 
or not, who have devoted them- 
selves fully to family duties and 
had no regular paid work. An infor- 
mation bulletin from the Ministry 
of Labour notes that more French 
women between the ages of 20 and 
55 are employed than remain in 
the home. 


BRITISH CIVIL SERVICE 
OPENS JOBS TO WOMEN 


Posts in over 70 civil service 
grades previously restricted to men 
have been opened to women since 
the report of the Committee on 
Women in the Public Service was 
published two years ago. Female 
civil servants in Britain also get 
three months’ paid maternity leave 
and a further three months’ leave 
without pay if necessary. Govern- 
ment departments have been en- 
couraged to arrange office hours to 
suit the needs of the staff and pro- 
visions have been made for extra 
unpaid leave for either men or 
women to cope with domestic 
responsibilities. 


SUBSCRIBE TO STATUS OF 
WOMEN NEWS 


The National Action Committee 
on the Status of Women has com- 
menced publication of a newsletter 
designed to inform Canadian 
women of the activities of groups, 
committees and individuals con- 
cerned with the implementation of 
the recommendations of the Royal 
Commission on the Status of 
Women.

JUDGE REVERSES UIC 
RULING ON HEAD OF 
HOUSEHOLD 


In May a Federal Court Judge 
ruled that the husband is not nec- 
essarily the head of the household 
when it comes to eligibility for un- 
employment insurance benefits. A 
teacher was refused three weeks 
benefits when he left his job in 
Alberta so his wife could take a 
better position in Ontario. Follow- 
ing established policy that the man 
is head of the house and therefore 
not eligible for those benefits paid 
to a woman who leaves a job to 
move with her husband, the Com- 
mission ruled that he had left his 
job without good and _ sufficient 
cause. Mr. Justice Darrell Heald 
reversed that ruling, and the 
teacher was awarded the three 
weeks’ benefits. Under the present 
policy, there is no defined head of 
the household and individual cases 
are assessed on that basis. 
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CABINET 
CHANGES 

GIVE LALONDE 
STATUS 

OF WOMEN 
RESPONSIBILITY 


Hon. Marc Lalonde, Minister of 
National Health and Welfare, has been 
given the responsibility for the status 
of women. The responsibility was 
previously held by the Minister of 
Labour, John Munro. 

The federal Advisory Council on 
the Status of Womenvand the Office of 
the Co-ordinator, Status of Women, 
Privy Council Officé, both report to 
the Minister responsible for the status 
of women. 

Hon. Jeanne Sauveé, formerly Min- 
ister of State for Science and Tech- 
nology, has been named Minister of 
the Environment. 

Two of the newly elected women 
Members of Parliament, Coline 
Campbell and lona Campagnolo, were 
named parliamentary secretaries to 
cabinet ministers. Their assignments 
have not yet been announced.

FIVE NEW WOMEN MP’S 
ELEGTEDTO PARLIAMENT 


The July 8 federal election brought 
five new women members to Parlia- 
ment to join the four women who 
sought and won re-election. Joining 
Monique Begin, Flora MacDonald, 
Albanie Morin and Jeanne Sauvé are 
Ursula Appoloni (York South), Coline 
Campbell (South Western Nova), lona 
Campagnolo (Skeena), Simma _ Holt 
(Vancouver-Kingsway), and Aideen 
Nicholson (Toronto-Trinity). 


Ursula Appoloni, a freelance writer, 
was born in England and emigrated to 
Canada in 1952. She worked as a sec- 
retary in Calgary, returned to England 
and later worked in Rome as a secre- 
tary in the British Embassy. She re- 
turned to Canada in 1965. From 
1970-72 she was Co-ordinator of the 
York Information Centre, and in 1973 
she was appointed Chairman, Board of 
Referees, with the Unemployment In- 
surance Commission. Active in social 
service agencies, Ursula Appoloni has 
been a board member of the Toronto 
Family Services Association, UNICEF, 
and the York Mental Health Council. 


Coline Campbell was born in Liver- 
pool, England, and raised in Digby, 
N.S. She obtained her Bachelor of Arts 
degree from St. Francis Xavier Uni- 
versity, and a Bachelor of Education 
from Laval University. After teaching 
school, she entered the Faculty of Law 
at the University of Ottawa. A mem- 
ber of the Bar of Ontario and Nova 
Scotia, she opened a legal office in 
Yarmouth, N.S., in 1973. 


Broadcaster lona Campagnolo was 
born in British Columbia and has lived 
in Prince Rupert since 1946. She has 
been a member of the Prince Rupert 


School Board of Trustees since 1966, 
serving five years as chairman. In 1972 
she was elected as acity alderman. The 
B.C. Association of Broadcasters has 
named her Broadcast Citizen of the 
Year and she was awarded the Order 
of Canada in 1973. 

Simma Holt, author and journalist, 
is a graduate of the University of Mani- 
toba, where she was the first woman 
editor of the university newspaper. 
Since graduation she has been em- 
ployed by the Vancouver Sun, and has 
written two books. Her awards include 
Woman of the Year for Canada in Arts 
and Letters, the Canadian Women’s 
Press Club Memorial Award, the Bow- 


ater Award in Journalism (Social 
Sciences) and the Jubilee Alumni 
Award from the University of 
Manitoba. 


Aideen Nicholson, educated at 
Trinity College, Dublin, and the Lon- 
don School of Economics, practised as 
a psychiatric social worker in London 
before coming to Canada in 1957. In 
Toronto, she has worked as a social 
worker and instructor in_ social 
services. In 1965 she joined the 
Ontario Department of Correctional 
Services as Director of Women’s 
Services, and program consultant to 
training schools. Since 1969 she has 
been executive director of a day care 
centre. She has served on the boards of 
the Social Planning Council of Tor- 
onto, the Ontario Welfare Council, the 
Ontario Association of Corrections 
and Criminology, the Advisory Board, 
Child Care Course, George Brown Col- 
lege, the Hincks Treatment Centre and 
the Ontario Association of Profes- 
sional Social Workers. 


The Women’s Bureau celebrated its 
20th anniversary on September 7. It 
was on that date in 1954 that Marion 
Royce, the first Director of the 
Bureau, assumed the position. The fol- 
lowing recalls briefly the history of the 
Bureau, and particularly the influence 
upon the Bureau by its first director. 
Women at Work recently conducted an 
interview with Miss Royce in Toronto. 


The concept of a Women’s Bureau 
had been around for some years before 
the official announcement of its estab- 
lishment. The first reference to the 
Bureau can be found in Hansard dated 
May 10, 1950, when the parliamentary 
assistant to the Minister of Labour said 
in response to a question that repre- 
sentations had been received from the 
Young Women’s Christian Association 
in 1945 and from the National Council 
of Women in 1945 and 1946, asking 
for the establishment of a Women’s 
Bureau. During the next three years 
these two organizations were joined by 
the National Federation of Business 
and Professional Women and ihe 
Canadian Federation of University 
Women, as well as by some sections of 
the labour movement in urging the cre- 
ation of the Bureau. The result was 
that in May 1953 the Minister of 
Labour, Milton Gregg, announced the 
establishment of a Women’s Bureau 
within the Department of Labour. 


COMPETENT WOMAN SOUGHT 


Mr. Gregg said: “We propose to 
establish a senior position in the de- 
partment to be filled by a competent 
woman whose duty it will be to keep 
in close touch with national organiza- 
tions concerned with the problems of 
employed women, and to develop a 
women’s bureau within the depart- 
ment. Amongst the bureau's functions 
will be a continuing review of what is 
being done by governmental and other 
agencies in this field, and the 


establishment of means for making the 
information available. In doing this we 
are recognizing that the problems 
raised by women’s groups deserve 
attention... | am confident that the 
new women’s bureau will play a very 
valuable part in the improvement of 
the status of women in Canada’s great 
production program.” 


More than a year later, the ‘“compe- 
tent woman” had been found and the 
appointment of Marion Royce as 
Director of the Women’s Bureau was 
announced. She remained in the posi- 
tion for more than 12 years, retiring 
from the Public Service in February 
1967. She was succeeded by Jessica 
Findlay, a graduate of McGill Uni- 
versity, who did placement work with 
the Civil Service Commission in 
Ottawa during the early years of World 
War II, and later was Director of the 
Volunteer Services Department, Chil- 
dren’s Aid Society. Mrs. Findlay re- 
signed as Director the following year 
and was succeeded by the present 
Director, Sylva Gelber who spent her 
early work years abroad. On her return 
to Canada she joined the Department 
of Health and Welfare, working in the 
planning and administration of pro- 
grams in the fields of rehabilitation 
and health insurance. 


The following article is a tribute to 
Marion Royce in recognition of her in- 
valuable contribution to the Women’s 
Bureau during her tenure as Director 
for more than half its existence. 


MARION V. ROYCE 


Marion Royce may have retired 
from the federal Public Service in 
1967 but she has not yet retired from 
the work world. At 73 this remarkable 
woman is still active—working one- 
fifth time as a research associate at the 
Ontario Institute for Studies in Educa- 
tion. Rather, she is being paid for one- 
fifth time, although her hours on the 


job are considerably more. She is 
working on a project of historical 
documentation of women and educa- 
tion in Ontario. 


After graduation from McMaster 
University in an honours course in 
English and History, Marion Royce 
took a year of training at the Ontario 
College of Education. She taught for 
one year, then took a position in the 
field of religious education. A few 
years later she decided to undertake 
further studies and enrolled at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago. Because of the De- 
pression she returned to Canada and 
began teaching at Moulton College, a 
private girls’ school in Toronto associ- 
ated with McMaster. While teaching 
she continued her graduate studies at 
the University of Toronto and in 1939 
became Dean of the Graduate 
Women’s Residence, working on her 
thesis and studies toward her 
doctorate. 


JOINS WORLD YWCA 


In the spring of 1940 she went to 
Montreal as information secretary for 
the National Young Women’s Christian 
Association and two years later joined 
the staff of the World Y. It was 
through the World Y, then based in 
Washington, D.C., that Miss Royce be- 
came acquainted with the Women’s 
Bureau in the United States, which 
later provided very useful background 
experience. The Y later moved its in- 
ternational headquarters to Geneva, 
and for the next seven years this was 
the base from which Miss Royce 
undertook her extensive travels. She 
worked in more than 20 countries, in- 
cluding a five-month stint in China in 
1947. Her work at the Y involved 
reporting on meetings of the United 
Nations, taking part in the UN Com- 
mission on the Status of Women, and 
participating in activities sponsored by 
the International Labour Organization. 


WOMEN’S BUREAU 
CELEBRATES ITS 
20TH ANNIVERSARY 


She returned to Toronto in 1952 as 
principal of Moulton College, a post 
she held until the school closed and 
she became Director of the Women’s 
Bureau. 


Shortly after her arrival in Ottawa, 
Miss Royce had this to say about the 
Bureau in a radio broadcast: ‘‘We need 
to know the facts of women’s eco- 
nomic position both within the home 
and without. Traditional attitudes re- 
quire examination in light of the facts 
and of the social values that are at 
stake. Women themselves need to be 
awakened to their rights as persons 
and their equivalent responsibilities 
both to the family and to the com- 
munity. It is in this context that we 
take up our work in the new Women’s 
Bureau. We hope that it may be a 
means of helping Canadian women to 
make their full and rightful contri- 
bution to our expanding and rapidly 
changing economy and to the life of 
the nation as a whole.”’ 


FIRST RESEARCH PROJECT 


The staff of the Bureau during Miss 
Royce’s tenure was small but soon the 
Bureau, in collaboration with the 
Economics and Research Branch, had 
embarked upom its first research pro- 
ject: a survey of married women in 
employment. The phenomenon of the 
growing number of married women en- 
tering and returning to the labour 
force was an important issue to Miss 
Royce. She says of the project on mar- 
ried women that it was most impor- 
tant to make clear what was hap- 
pening and why married women were 
working. She calls it an issue that 
“awakened the wrath of the gods 
themselves. Married women, especially 
if their husbands were earning a 


reasonably good living, just weren't 
expected to join the labour force. | 
felt that from the very beginning we 
must make a study on why and how 
married women were being employed. 
When we finished the study we had a 
picture that was fairly convincing. 
People couldn't argue with the facts.”’ 


During the next dozen or so years, 
the Women’s Bureau continued to 
publish studies covering a range of 
topics, including vocational training, 
maternity leave, continuing education, 
day care services and career oppor- 
tunities. 


U.N. COMMISSION 


When Canada was elected to the 
United Nations Commission on the 
Status of Women in 1958 for a three- 
year term, Miss Royce renewed her 
contacts with the Commission. She 
served as senior advisor to the Canad- 
ian delegate at the 1958 session in 
Geneva, an alternate delegate the fol- 
lowing year in New York and again as 
an advisor in 1960 in Buenos Aires. 
Miss Royce was also nominated for the 
post of Canadian consultant on the 
|LO Panel of Consultants on the Prob- 
lems of Women Workers and was the 
Canadian member on the |LO Com- 
mittee on Women Workers in 1965 
and 1966. 


Although the basic functions and 
objectives of the Women’s Bureau did 
not change to any extent during Miss 
Royce’s term as Director, the focus of 
the Bureau’s work reflected the 
changing situation of women workers. 
The initial concern was centred on the 
great influx of married women into 
the labour force but later issues, such 
as part-time employment, which was 
not a common practice during the 


early years of the Bureau, began to re- 
quire attention. 


“IT’S SHEER JUSTICE” 


In one of the first speeches given by 
the new Director, she expressed 
exactly what she thought about equal 
pay for equal work: that it was sheer 
justice. At the time there was no equal 
pay legislation at the federal level and 
when it was passed in 1956, she recalls 
there was some hostility to the new 
law as well as a great deal of interest. 
Complaints, which had to be made in 
writing, were few, however, and it was 
because of this weakness in the Act 
that Miss Royce recommended the 
strengthening of the equal pay 
legislation. 


Maternity leave and benefits were 
also great concerns of Miss Royce. 
Maternity leave had been recognized 
by the International Labour Organiza- 
tion as early as 1919 but only one 
province in Canada, British Columbia, 
had maternity leave legislation at the 
time the Women’s Bureau was estab- 
lished. The Department of Labour did 
a national report on the subject while 
Miss Royce was still at the Bureau but 
it was not until 1971 that amendments 
to the Canada Labour Code brought 
maternity provisions into federal legis- 
lation. Marion Royce takes some 
pleasure in recalling her recommenda- 
tion that maternity benefits be made 
available under the Unemployment In- 
surance Act, which later became a 
reality. 


STILL CONCERNED 


Today Marion Royce still transmits 
her concern for social justice, not only 


for women, but for all individuals. 
That her interest is long-standing is re- 
flected in the subject of her master’s 
thesis: the contribution of the 
Methodist Church to Social Welfare. 
She recalls that during the ‘30's, white 
she was a volunteer editor for a 
monthly church paper, she wrote an 
editorial regarding the situation of 
some union workers involved in a con- 
troversial conflict and received a great 
deal of criticism from people who 
were not sympathetic with the labour 
movement. During her two years in 
Montreal with the National Y she met 
fellow members who held a whole 
range of political outlooks. She re- 
members the experience with en- 
thusiasm, contrasting the situation 
with what it might have been if she 
had gone on teaching in a rather se- 
cluded school. 


After her retirement from the Pub- 
lic Service she was offered a job in the 
department of adult education at the 
Ontario Institute for Studies in Educa- 
tion. Among her first tasks was to 
travel to the United States to visit the 
Women’s Bureau there as well as 
numerous universities to determine 
what they were doing in the area of 
continuing education for women. The 
development of courses in women’s 
studies added impetus to Miss Royce’s 
interest in making available Canadian 
material on the subject and her current 
project is in this line. She hopes the 
Institute will publish the information 
as a book. 


Marion Royce has never lost her in- 
terest in the situation of women at 


work, nor her concern for women and 
girls who are still going into traditional 
female occupations. 


“WE CAN'T GIVE UP” 


“This is one problem that we just 
can’t give up on. | don’t think people 
should be pushed into one thing or 
another but the economic emancipa- 
tion of women is really most 
important. 


“There is also a kind of freedom 
that goes beyond economic emancipa- 
tion and what | wish most for women 
more than anything else is that we can 
move out of our narrow outlook and 
face other issues, give leadership in 
other areas. This kind of emancipation 
will happen when women feel more 
secure as individuals. Then they can go 
beyond themselves.”’ 


Marion Royce, through her leader- 
ship, not only at the Women’s Bureau 
but in her many other jobs, is a fine 
example of what that kind of emanci- 
pation can do. 


The contribution that Marion 
Royce made to the women of Canada 
was recognized by the award to her of 
the Order of Canada Medal of Service 
in December 1971. On April 12, 1972, 
she was presented with a citation, 
which contained the following words: 


“Royce, Miss Marion V. 

Former Director, Women’s Bureau, 
Department of Labour. For her 
services in the fields of education 
and labour, particularly as they re- 
late to women.” 


DAY CARE SURVEY 
FINDS INCREASE 
IN SERVICES 


A survey by the National Day Care 
Information Centre, National Health 
and Welfare Canada, indicates that the 
number of day care spaces“in Canada 
increased by more than 54% between 
July 1971 and March 1973. As of the 
end of March 1973, there were 26,811 
spaces in day care centres as well as 
1,562 spaces in family day care pro- 
grams, in which private homes, under 
the supervision of a government or 
private agency, give day care to 
children. 

The survey shows that the majority 
of spaces are available for children in 
the three to five-year age group, with 
only 12.42% of the spaces available for 
children under three years. 

Non-profit centres under public, 
community board or parent co-op 
sponsorship increased to 52% of the 
total centres in 1973, compared with 
only 17% in 1968.

ALBERTA RIGHTS 
COMMISSION GETS MOST 
COMPLAINTS ON SEX 
DISCRIMINATION 


The Alberta Human Rights Com- 
mission reports that a total of 
766 formal and informal com- 
plaints were received during 
1973. Figures from the commis- 
sion indicate that 332 of the com- 
plaints were related to sex; thirty- 
two were on equal pay and 89 
were on discrimination in 
employment. The complaints on 
equal pay provisions of the hu- 
man rights legislation resulted in 
pay awards totalling approximate- 
ly $300,000 to some 800 female 
employees. 


WESTERN WOMEN SEEK 
INCREASED FUNDING AND 
AFFIRMATIVE ACTION 


A brief submitted in June to La- 
bour Minister John Munro and 
Secretary of State Hugh Faulkner 
by the Western Conference: Op- 
portunities for Women, has urged 
increased funding for projects to 
improve the status of women. 


One recommendation in the brief 
calls for the establishment of a 
women’s development fund to 
provide money for projects con- 
cerned either with improving the 
status of women or with helping 
women overcome the effects of 
discrimination. The brief also re- 


commends that core funding be 
available for women’s centres in 
addition to grants for periods of 
at least three years, and that 
each government department 


commit funds for women’s organi- 


zations whose work falls within 
the mandate of the department. 
It proposes that all institutions, 
agencies, contractors and indivi- 
duals receiving federal monies be 
required to file with the govern- 
ment detailed affirmative action 
plans showing the steps they will 


take to create equality of opportu- 


nity for women. 


The brief resulted from the May 
1973 Western Conference on Op- 
portunities for Women attended 


by more than 300 women from 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan, Alberta, 
British Columbia, the Yukon and 
Northwest Territories. 


SASKATCHEWAN ACTS ON 


TASK FORCE 
RECOMMENDATIONS 


At least two of the recommenda- 
tions contained in the Task Force 
Report on the Status of Women in 
Saskatchewan have been imple- 
mented since the report was re- 
leased in April. The two involve 
amendments to the Workmen’s 
Compensation Act and to legisla- 
tion affecting household workers. 


The task force report was prepa- 
red by Arleen Hynd, deputy minis- 
ter of Consumer Affairs and Mary 
Rocan, women’s bureau supervi- 
sor, Department of Labour. 


A bill to amend the Workmen’s 
Compensation Act was passed by 
the legislature in May, changing 
the name of the Act to the Wor- 
ker’s Compensation Act and ma- 
king the benefits the same for 
Survivors of men and women wor- 
kers. Previously in order to qualify 
for a pension a man had to be an 
invalid prior to his wife’s death. 


Provisions of minimum wage, 
hours of work and worker’s com- 
pensation legislation will now ap- 
ply to household workers em- 


ployed by agencies in the province. 


This category of workers was 
excluded under previous 
legislation. 


It was recommended by the task 
force that an examination of posi- 
tions and pay scales in the public 
service, Crown corporations and 
other agencies be undertaken to 
determine if they adhere to the 
concepts of equal pay for equal 
work and remuneration based on 
the value of the work performed. 


Other recommendations relating 
to women in the labour force in- 
clude: examination of fringe bene- 
fit plans to ensure that benefits 
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Nine women elected 
to Parliament 
~new record set 


apply equally to men and women 
employed by the public service 
and Crown corporations; removal 
of protective measures applicable 
to only one sex from safety legis- 
lation; amendment of the Fair 
Employment Practices Act to pro- 
hibit discrimination on the basis 
of marital status; and establish- 
ment of guidelines for govern- 
ment departments in considering 
volunteer experience in evaluating 
the qualifications of applicants. 


In the area of education, the task 
force called for the development 
of programs at post-secondary 
institutions to meet the needs of 
women with family responsibilities 
and recommended that provincial 
student aid programs be exten- 
ded to include part-time students. 


The task force recommended that 
more women be appointed to ad- 
visory boards, commissions, and 
as judges noting that only 141 of 
more than 1,400 members of pro- 
vincial boards, agencies and com- 
missions and only three of 25 pro- 
vincial magistrates are women. 


The report notes that the govern- 
ment has announced plans to es- 
tablish a $2,000,000 day care pro- 
gram that will include payment to 
parents of subsidies related to 
income. 


BC WOMEN’S GROUPS 
FORM FEDERATION 


A conference held in Vancouver in 
May resulted in plans for the for- 
mation of a B.C. federation of wo- 
men. The federation will serve as 


an umbrella organization for wo- 
men’s groups and individuals. It 
will provide an internal communi- 
cations network and a united voice 
to the government concerning 
issues relating to the status of 
women. A founding conference 

will be held September 14, 1974. 


SASKATCHEWAN COUNCIL 
IDENTIFIES PRIORITIES 


The Saskatchewan Advisory Coun- 
cil on the Status of Women has 
established four sub-committees 
to study the issues identified as 
priorities for action. The four 
areas of concern are: 


Widening the powers of the Sas- 
katchewan Human Rights Com- 
mission to give it the authority to 
initiate investigations and amend- 
ments to the human rights legis- 
lation to include marital status 
and age as prohibited grounds for 
discrimination; 

Amendment to the Married Wo- 
men’s Property Act; 

Examination of proposals to include 
the spouse remaining in the 
home in the Canada Pension Plan 
and 

Review of pension and fringe be- 
nefit plans affecting all employees 
in the province.

NURSING AIDES 
WIN BACK PAY 


The first equal pay inquiry presi- 
ded over by the Saskatchewan 
Human Rights Commission was 
discontinued in April when an 
agreement was reached providing 
payment of $12,437 to 146 nur- 
ses aides at the Sherbrooke Com- 
munity Society’s Nursing Home at 
Saskatoon. The agreement also 
provides for equal wages for nur- 
ses aides and orderlies perfor- 
ming similar work at the home.

The legislation covered inclu- 
des The Gift Tax Act, The Married 
Women’s Property Act, The Dower 
Act, The Devolution of Estates 
Act, the Wives and Children’s 
Maintenance Act as well as fede- 
ral Canada Pension Plan Act. 


ROYAL BANK CHANGES 
BENEFITS PACKAGE 


Women employees of the Royal 
Bank of Canada are now eligible 
for pregnancy benefits once aval- 
lable only to the wives of male 
employees. The changes are part 
of a new employee benefit pro- 
gram announced by the bank af- 
ter a series of meetings were held 
across the country. 


The pregnancy benefits pay hospi- 
tal costs not covered by regular 
health insurance and 80 per cent 
of prescription costs. Other chan- 
ges include insurance benefits for 
Survivors of women employees, 
previously only available to survi- 
vors of men employees. Pension 
fund eligibility and coverage are 
now universal.

The change in re- 
cruitment policy, which previously 
restricted recruits to single men, 
allows both single and married 
women and married men to join 
the force. The RCMP expect to 
commence training 32 women at 
Regina this fall. Except foremodi- 
fied physical standards, entrance 
requirements are the same for 
men and women. 


ADVISORY COUNCIL 
KEEPS SCORE 


A report by the federal Advisory 
Council on the Status of Women 
assessing the government's imple- 
mentation of the recommenda- 
tions of the Royal Commission on 
the Status of Women was 
released in March. Entitled What’s 
been done?, the report identifies 
42 of the 122 recommendations 
within federal jurisdiction as 
being implemented, 37 as partial- 
ly implemented and 43 as not 
implemented.

INTERNATIONAL WOMEN’S YEAR ____— 


The federal government's pro- 
posed programs to mark Interna- 
tional Women’s Year, 1975, will 
concentrate on promoting equality 
for women in all areas of society 
and on educating the general 
public concerning changing atti- 
tudes towards the role of women. 


The programs include: 


an international seminar of ex- 
perts to be held in Ottawa 
September 4 to 20, 1974 as 

part of the United Nations advis- 
ory services program in the field 
of human rights. The experts will 
concentrate on preparing a model 
for the establishment of perma- 
nent national machinery for im- 
proving the status of women. The 
seminar will include a workshop 
for training representatives of 
countries wishing to establish 
such national programs; 


a series of national and regional 
conferences and a public informa- 
tion and education campaign; 


increased financial assistance to 
voluntary organizations for spe- 
cial projects for International 
Women’s Year; 


examination of international in- 
struments pertaining to women 
which are relevant to Canada; 


appointment of more women rep- 
resentatives to all international 
conferences; 


special measures by federal gov- 
ernment departments and agen- 
cies to promote equal opportunity 
for women in programs affecting 
the public and for women 
employees; 


introduction of new legislation or 
amendments to existing legisla- 
tion to provide equal treatment of 
men and women. New legislation 
will create a Commission on Hu- 
man Rights and Interests and will 
prohibit discrimination on 
grounds including sex and marital 
status. 


Among the laws to be amended 
are acts dealing with the Canada 
and Quebec Pension Plans, pen- 
sions and allowances for veter- 
ans, the Citizenship Act, the Can- 
ada Elections Act, the Immigra- 
tion Act and the Public Service 
Superannuation Act. 


MARGARET HARRIS 
HEADS SASKATCHEWAN 
STATUS COUNCIL 


Margaret Harris of Saskatoon has 
been appointed Chairman of the 
Saskatchewan Advisory Council 
on the Status of Women. An- 
nouncement of the appointment 
of nine women and two men to 
the Council was made April 2, 
1974 by the Minister of Consumer 
Affairs. 


The Council will examine the rec- 
ommendations of the Report of 
the Royal Commission on the 
Status of Women which are within 
provincial jurisdiction and advise 
the government on action to be 
taken to improve the status of 


women in the province. The Coun- 
cil will also encourage public dis- 
cussion and provide information 
on the situation of Saskatchewan 
women. 


Margaret Harris is President of 
the Saskatchewan Council of 
Women, an. executive member of 
the National Council of Women 
and Past Chairman of the Status 
of Women, Saskatoon. 


PEI STATUS COMMITTEE 
WANTS RIGHTS CODE 
AMENDED 


The Provincial Advisory Commit- 
tee on the Status of Women in 
Prince Edward Island has called 
for amendments to the provincial 
Human Rights Code to include 
sex and marital status as prohib- 
ited grounds of discrimination. 


The recommendation was among 
43 recommendations contained in 
the Advisory Committee’s report 
released in February. The Com- 
mittee was formed in 1972 to 
study the recommendations of 
the Royal Commission on the 
Status of Women, to examine pro- 
vincial legislation and to advise 
the government on priorities for 
implementing the recommenda- 
tions and on legislative changes 
necessary to ensure equitable 
treatment of women in the prov- 
ince. The Committee was chaired 
by the Hon. Jean Canfield, Minis- 
ter responsible for the housing 
authority. 


The Committee also recom- 
mended that the Human Rights 
Code amendments include pro- 
visions to: prohibit the specifica- 
tion of sex or marital status in 
advertisements for employment; 
include the concepts of experi- 
ence, skill, training and responsi- 
bility in determining |equal work; 
provide for the anonymity of com- 
plainants wherever possible; in- 
crease penalties for violations of 
the Code; and allow for retroac- 


tive compensation. The Commit- 
tee also wants the Human Rights 
Code applicable to all other pro- 
vincial legislation unless excep- 
tions are stated in the Code itself. 
It recommended the establish- 
ment of a Human Rights Commis- 
sion to administer the Code and 
to undertake programs of public 
education to increase awareness 
of the legislation. It was stated in 
the report that since the Code 
came into effect in 1968 only one 
complaint had been registered 
and investigated. 


Amendments to the Civil Service 
Superannuation Act and the 
Workmen’s Compensation Act to 
eliminate differences based on 
sex were also recommended. The 
Committee called for greater rec- 
ognition of volunteer experience 
in evaluating candidates for posi- 
tions, more opportunities for part- 
time work and for employment 
benefits on a pro-rated basis to 
be granted to part-time workers. 


In the area of day care, the Com- 
mittee recommended expansion 
of the programs of the housing 
authority to provide grants tow- 
ards the cost of renovating build- 
ings for use as day care centres 
and that the Department of So- 
cial Services underwrite a portion 
of the operating costs of day care 
centres. It recommended that the 
fee schedule for publicly assisted 
centres be determined on a slid- 
ing scale depending on ability to 
pay and the number of children 
per family utilizing the centre. 


The Committee also wants the 
minimum age for marriage raised 
to 18 years and matrimonial 
property law amended to recog- 
nize the concept of equal partner- 
ship in marriage. The establish- 
ment of a Women’s Division in 
the government to co-ordinate 
activities relating to the status of 
women and to be headed by a 
woman at the deputy minister 
level was also recommended.

PROPERTY LAWS 
MAY REFLECT 
ECONOMIC PARTNERSHIP 


A report on property law by the 
Ontario Law Reform Commission 
recommends that the principle of 
co-ownership of the matrimonial 
home be made applicable retroac- 
tively to all marriages in Ontario. 
The recommendation was one of 
165 contained in a report re- 
leased in March. 


It was recommended that spouses 
share equally in the proceeds 
from any sale of the matrimonial 
home and that the right to the 
use of household goods should 
remain with the spouse occupying 
the home until a court determines 
otherwise. 


Most of the changes recom- 
mended by the Commission 
would apply to marriages con- 
tracted after new legislation is 
passed unless couples already 
married choose to sign docu- 
ments agreeing to the new terms. 
The exceptions are those dealing 
with the matrimonial home and 
support obligations to children, 
parents and incapacitated 
spouses which would apply to all 
marriages. 


The report also recommends that 
spouses Should own separately as- 
sets brought to the marriage or 
acquired during the marriage as 
gifts, inheritances, etc. In case of 
death or divorce or upon applica- 
tion to the court, the value of 
property acquired during the mar- 
riage would be calculated and the 
spouse with the greater estate 
would make payment to the other 
to equalize their economic 
positions. 


The Commission also released a 
report on Family Courts which 
recommended the establishment 
of a unified Family Court to deal 
with all family law matters and 
with support services to provide 
problem assessment, conciliation 
procedures and to include an as- 
sessment branch which would 
ensure that maintenance obli- 
gations are enforced. 


A summary of the report and rec- 
ommendations dealing with prop- 
erty law is available from the On-

The Law Reform Commission of 
Canada has also released a work- 
ing paper on the Family Court 
system in Canada, which includes 
a recommendation for a single 
unified family court with jurisdic- 
tion over such matters as dissolu- 


tion of marriages, actions respect- 


ing the matrimonial home and 
other assets, maintenance and 
alimony. 


The federal Commission recom- 
mends the establishment of auxil- 
lary services within the family 
courts system to provide informa- 
tion and counselling and to en- 
sure that maintenance orders are 
enforced. 


SASKATCHEWAN REPEALS 
FACTORIES ACT 


The Government of Saskatchewan 
has repealed the Factories Act 
which set out outdated conditions 
of employment in workshops and 
factories in the province. The Fac- 
tories Act contained provisions 
limiting the hours of work for 
women, prohibiting the employ- 
ment of women after half past six 
in the evening without a permit, 
and requiring the employer to 
maintain a register of all women 
employed in the factory. The Act 
to repeal The Factories Act has 
not yet been proclaimed as com- 
ing into force. 


GRACE HARTMANN 
ELECTED PRESIDENT 
OF ACTION COMMITTEE 


Grace Hartmann, National Secre- 
tary of the Canadian Union of 
Public Employees, was elected 
President of the National Action 
Committee on the Status of 
Women at the Association’s an- 
nual meeting held in Toronto 
April 7, 1974. Other executive 
members are Aline Gregory, Trea- 
surer, Helen Tucker, Secretary, 
Laura Sabia, Past President and 
Moria Armour, Editor, Status of 
Women News. 


The Association agreed to en- 
dorse the federal government’s 
proposed Human Rights Commis- 
sion if the introduction of human 
rights legislation is accompanied 
by specific amendments to laws 
which discriminate against 
women, and to investigate the 
possibility of creating an interna- 
tional women’s resource centre to 


commemorate International Wom- 


en’s Year. 


MCGILL CONFERENCE 
EXAMINES 
WOMEN AND WORK 


Women and Work as the theme 
of a conference of McGill Universi- 
ty’s Industrial Relations Centre 
failed to attract men in the top 
management positions of Cana- 
dian industry who are the usual 
participants in the annual semi- 
nar. The conference, held April 3 
and 4, 1974 was attended by 
about 150 women and 25 men. 


Speaking at the conference were

Conservation of Human Re- 
sources at Columbia University, 
Ethel Bent-Walsh, Commissioner, 
United States Equal Opportunities

/Kirkman Associates, an Ameri- 
can consulting firm specializing in 
planning equal opportunity pro- 
grams, and Dr. A.W.R. Carroth- 
ers, President, University of Al- 
berta. Other Canadians address- 
ing the conference included Kath- 
leen Ruff, Director, British Colum- 
bia Human Rights Commission, 
Huguette Plamondon, Interna- 
tional Representative, Canadian 
Food and Allied Workers, Janet 
Smith, Acting Co-ordinator, Equal 
Opportunities for Women, Public 
Service Commission, Grace Hart- 
mann, National Secretary, Cana- 
dian Union of Public Employees 
and Kay Aksich, Associate Direc- 
tor of Personnel, McGill 
University. 


Various speakers raised the issue 
of the need for stronger legisla- 
tion and enforcement procedures 
combined with educational and 
promotional programs; a require- 
ment that organizations, indus- 
tries or agencies receiving govern- 
ment contracts, grants or other 
funding produce evidence of pro- 
viding equal opportunity for 
women; and for the refusal by 
women to be pressured into tradi- 
tionally female-oriented 
occupations.

She joined the 
staff of Carleton University, Ot- 
tawa, as a lecturer in 1955 and 
returned as a full professor after 
serving as a Member of Parlia- 
ment for the Ontario riding of 
Northumberland from 1963 to 
1965. She served five years as 
Director of Carleton’s Institute of 
Canadian Studies and has most 
recently been on leave of absence 
from the university to work on a 
book. Dr. Jewett will take up her 
new post in September.
